allocating 


money to the Children's Colony 
and to others. This he can do 
without consulting the courts or 
me."

crux of the suit. Coltrell's suit 
points out the slalc Construction 
provides that all appropriations, 
exccpl lliose for the courts, must 
c^tie through separate legislation. 


On Thursday the governor or- 


dered a halt to all stale conslruc- 
tion because of the suit. This, he 
said, would result in 40 children 
being discharged from the colony. 


In a telegram to Pulaski Rep. 


Sterling Cockrill Jr. Faubus said 
he would use the emergency funds 
only if Ihc $50,000 in Ihe omnibus 
bill proved 
insufficient 
for Ihe 


colony. He said such use of Ihe 
eljfcrgcncy 
funds would be un- 


precedented. 


Since the filing of Cottrell's suit,
